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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claim 54 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which apphcant regards as 
the invention. 

3. New claim 54 depends fi-om claim 1, which has been canceled. For the purpose of 
examination, the examiner will presume that claim 54 depends fi-om claim 31, but clarification 
and correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed publication in this 
or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, pubhshed under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 35 1 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the Enghsh language. 
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5. Claims 24-26, 28, 29, and 31-54 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated 
by WO 2002/00746 (hereafter "WO '746") which corresponds to Viovy et al (US 

2004/0 1 0 1 970). All paragraph numbers herein refer to Viovy. 

6. With respect to claims 24-26, 28, 29, and 3 1-53, these claims remain rejected over the 
teaching of WO '746 for the reasons set forth in the previous office actions. Applicant has 
amended claim 24 to state in limitations (l)(a) and (l)(b) that the backbone polymer and pendant 
poljoner are constructed of monomers having the formulas (I) and (II) respectively. The 
examiner believes these amendments have not changed the actual scope of the claim, but are 
present to clarify that the structures shown in formulas (I) and (II) are the root monomers and not 
the polymers. This does not change the nature of the rejection over WO '746 as WO '746 
teaches the use of monomers reading on these formulas. Applicant has also amended claim 24 to 
specify that poly(M2) is grafted to poly (Mi) through a carbon-carbon bond. This amendment is 
apparently in reference to the previous arguments and addendums of 7/17/2008 where applicant 
sets out to establish that WO '746 actually relies on a thiol linkage for the pendant-backbone 
grafting. However, in addition to the thiol linkage shown in the addendum B of Pm a and Pm b, 
the graft of WO '746 also contains carbon-carbon bonds. In particular, both Phia and PmB show 
a CH2CH2 unit. This would read on the now defined carbon-carbon bond of the claim. The 
claims are constructed with open language (i.e. comprising) and there is nothing the claims to 
suggest the graft cannot include a thiol linkage as well. Hence, the claims remain anticipated 
over the teaching of WO '746. 

7. With respect to new claim 54, the poly(M2) of WO '746 is grafted to R4 of poly(Mi). 
See the N-CH2CH2 linkage in Pm a and Pm 3. 
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Response to Arguments 

8. The examiner addressed the arguments from the applicant about the new limitations of 
claim 24 above and will not reiterate them here.
